quota was filled, confirmed the lo- 
cal liquor control commission's 
right to place and enforce the'11 
cense ceiling. 


According to Louis L. Biro, sec- 


retary of the state commission, the 
action of the Lee County Liquor 
Control commission in denying Cel- 
letti's application for, and refusing 
to grant and issue a local retail 
liquor license thereon, was proper- 
ly taken. 


Action by the state commission 


was taken Dec. 3. The Cellettis can- 
not have a liquor license for a pro- 
posed tavern to be known as Tony's 
Place,-Accordirif to the .eomrnis- 
sion., r -*-•!_ 


The action1 before'the state com- 


mission came after nearly two 
years of argument between the 
county liquor control commission 
and the Cellettis. 


Quota Set 


The commission' had set a quota 


on the number of liquor licenses to 
be issued by the county. The limit 
stands at seven liquor, two club, 
and four beer licenses under coun- 
ty jurisdiction. 


Although the quota was filled, 


the Cellettis wanted a license. 
County officials refused. 


Had the applicants won their ap- 


oeal before the state commission, 
the quota system would have been, 
in effect, become void. 


Presently, the only way the quo- 


ta can be extended is by a vote of 
the county board of supervisors. 


According to County Clerk Ster- 


ling Schrock and State's Attorney 
Bales, the county could have ap- 
pealed to a higher court should the 
decision have been in favor of the 
Cellettis.

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Limit on Campaign Expenses Should 


Be in Line With Costs 


The current house investigation into campaign spending 


Should prove one of the most useful inquiries in many years. 
The 1952 presidential contest showed emphatically how out- 
•dated. are the present laws governing political expenditures. 


Under existing statutes each national party committee 


is limited to a $3,000.000 outlay per campaign: In practice, 
the major parties long ago found the way to get around this 
handicap. Auxiliary citizens' groups, volunteer committees, 
subsidiaries of established organizations like labor unions, 
these and others collect and disburse campaign funds of their 
own. They, too, are naturally restricted by the 53,000,000 ceil- 
ing for particular committees, but the sum of their opera- 
tions can and usually does exceed measurably the total for 
the official party organization. 


The legal limit, prescibed in 1939, has obviously been un- 


realistic for some years. The 1952 campaign reduced it*to 
absurdity. 


Television, campaigning by plane, and a few other mod- 


ern features, piled on top of the standard expenses for radio, 
newspaper advertising and publicity, train travel and motor 
caravans, have sent costs into outer space. A recent New 
York Times survey indicates that at least $32,000,000 was 
spent by both parties this time, and possibly a great deal 
more. 


The house committee, headed by Rep. Hale Boggs of 


Louisiana, has a chance this month to perform genuine serv- 
ice. It ought to arrive at some new spending limit which re- 
flects the terrific cost of TV and plane travel. More than 
that, it should find some way of systematizing campaign ex- 
penditures so they are not scattered through countless sub- 
sidiary committees whose activities may be difficult or im- 
possible to check. 


The people have a right to know how much their political 


nominees spend in trying to get elected. As it is,'a sensible 
figure just can't be achieved. 


The committee seems to grasp the importance of its task 


and is setting, about it in a sober nonpartisan spirit. Let's 
hope its recommendations for remedial laws are in the same 
constructive vein. 


Ike Wisely Gives Team a Workout 


• The activity around General Eisenhower's New York 


headquarters these days is impressive. The general is qper- 
ating on the assumption that his 33 million votes on Nov. 4 
were a mandate directing him to bring decisive action tc$the 
country's problems., 


Hfe could have waited three weeks before picking his cabi- 


net and other top government officers. But two days after he 
returned from his post-election vacation he announced the 
first of his cabinet choices, and he's been hard at it ever since. 


Moreover, the headquarters actually has been function- 


ing as a kind 6f government-to-be. For example, a committee 
has been set up to consider government reorganization ^pro- 
posals, and is currently delving into this.field. Eisenhower 
has named a chief assistant, a secretary, a special counsel and 
several other assistants, and all are busy serving their boss 
as if he were already in office. 


This does not mean the general is trying to usurp the 


authority which belongs to President Truman until Jan. 20. 
He specifically stated ne would not* so act and would not ac- 
cept responsibility for any decisions in the "interregnum." 


What it does mean is that'Ike is not only acting with dis- 


patch in building his administrative-team, but is giving the 
team a practice workout. The various members are familiar- 
izing themselves with the kind of duty and the kind of prob* 
lems they will face after inauguration. 


In using this technique, Eisenhower is doing more than 


keep faith with the voters who elected him to gain a sharp, 
fresh onslaught on American problems. He is going far t« 
reduce the dangers of delay and confusion and greenness in- 
herent in any switch of leadership—dangers of especial con- 
cern in a time of perpetual crisis like the present.'

his agency was only the second one he has held since 
coming to town a couple of years ago. It turned out to 
be just about as big a farce as his first one. which is 
probably why they have been kept so Infrequent. 


In the first place the conference, was called In con- 


nection with a 1*00.000 management survey of his agency 
prepared by the firm of Boos. Allen and Hamilton, on 
which It was assumed Ms new reorganization was to be 
based. But no newsman had been permitted to see the 
long, complicated report beforehand. It prohibited the 
asking of any Informed question. 


Worse than that for the reporters, the conference waa 


loaded with representatives of veterans group. They 
turned the whole thing Into sort of a technical debate 
with Gray over various sections of the report. They ap- 
parently had seen the report beforehand. 


Rep. 
Edith Nourse Rogers (R.. Mass.) who will be 


chairman of the House Veterans Affairs Committee, had 
2 front-row stat ar.tJ almost took ever the conference her- 
self. 
She started by addressing Gray aa "General 


Hlnes." apparently mistaking Gray for the man who had 
been boas of the VA before the war. 


The high spot of her presence was a long, spirited 


debate with Gray over just who had ordered the report 
under discussion in the first place. There waa no deci- 
sion on that point 


Gray again used a unique public relations approach 


to the reporters, which had failed dismally at his -first 
and only other other press conference. When one'would 
a«k him a particularly pertinent question he apparently 
could or didn't want to answer he would walk over to the 
man and pat him patronizingly on the head or shoulder*. 
In his husky voice ne would address him as "my boy." 
"my son." or "young fella " Most of them have been in 
town a lot longer than he has. 


He ended by elaborately dodging the question of 


whether or not he thought he would hold on to the 
office under the Eisenhower administration.

Folks seem to be "having' 
trees up for very long periods, so 
It is most important to provide 
water for the base of the tree. 


As soon as a tree'comes home, 


cut off the end of the trunk on a 
slant of at least an inch. Then 
stand it in a pail or other contain- 
er of water. Add water as it Is 
needed, making sure to keep, it 
above the surface as long as the 
tree is in use.

If you know that your tree has 


been cut quite recently it

probably not have to be recut. If 
it is fresh cut, it will be able to 
take up water from the cut end.

Toys for Younger Child 


Did you know that some excel- 


lent research has been carried out 
by Carnegie Institute of'Technol- 
ogy to find out children's reactions 
to toys? A fine article appear in 
Life magazine a year ago. For 
those who might be experiencing 
difficulty in selecting a child's toy 
for Christmas here are some of 
their findings. 


From one to three, girls and 


boys alike want toys that pull or 
ones they can hammer, bang and 
rock, along with some items to 
soothe them, as cuddly animals or 
a record player. 


From 3 to 4& or 5 years, chil- 


dren have better muscular con- 
trol and can pedal a bike, or 
pound a drum. They don't partic- 
ularly like to drive pegs. At this 
age they appreciate a circus, play 
with the smaller circus animals, 
or a Noah's Ark. 


At 6 and 7 years, children be- 


gin to express their individuality. 
They like to paint or draw on a 
blackboard 
They may wish to 


make real music, or show real 
speed on skates or a sled. 


At eight years, girls want to* be 


girls and boys want to be boys. 


Girls like stylish dollies to dress, 
hats to trim, and needlework they 
can do. Boys like tools, chemical 
sets and trains. 


Dr. Gllmer and Dr. Moyer who 


made the study for Carnegie dis- 
covered that children do better 
with Just a few toys at a time. 
These few toys must be well made 
and sturdy. They should not 
break easily since this is most 
frustrating to a child.

NEW YORK—W-Gen. Dwight 


Eisenhower's campaign bombshell 
—his promise to go to Korea if 
elected president—has been kept. 


One of the most dramatic jour- 


neys of our generation is over. 
What will be the results? 


The final fruits of his visit to 


the bitter Korean peninsula can be 
expertcd to mature slowly. The 
situation there is too complex to 
be solved by pulling a rabbit out 
of the hat, and Gen. Eisenhower 


trirks up his sleeve to end the 
war. 


The gical danger of his voyagi 


to see the facts at first-hand 
public impatience, a letdown into 
disillusionment. The hopes of many 
rode with him, and the hopes of 
some uere too high. 


The war has now dragged into 


Its 30th month. What General Ike 
wanted to do —and now has done— 
was to make a personal tour of 


the battle area, and get the pic- 
ture of 
the stalemate 
there 


through his own eyes, unprejudiced 
by prior commitments to any sin- 
gle course of action. 


It is unlikely that any possible 


decisive measure's he feels should 
be taken will become apparent im- 
mediately. In war things don't 
usually go that way. 


Thus it seems highly probable 


that the war will go on for a while 
much as it has been for many 
months, barring the launching of a 
gigantic offensive by the

But while Eisenhower's journey

State Legislature to Face 
Truck License Issue Again 


By ROGEB LANE 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (»— prom- 


ised attempts to scale down truck 
license fees ape expected to kick 
op a storm in the 1953 Illinois leg* 
filature, which convenes Jan. 7 tor 
« six month session. 


Closely related issues likely to 


get an airing include possible re 
vision of the formula tor dlstribu 
ting gasoline tax receipts and of 
pasenger car license charges. 


the three questions all are facets 


of the many-aided highway prob- 
lem, and blanket the field of mon- 
ey raising for road building and 
maintenance. 


In 1951, after angry struggle, 


legislators voted a 28 million dol- 
lar annual Increase in truck fees. 
The scale was to be hiked in two 
steps, going up 20 million a year in 
1952 and another eight million in 
1954. 


Tax Raised 


As part of the same program, 


the three cents a gallon gas tax 
was raised to four cents on Aug. l, 
1951; with a provision for tacking 
on another penny—making a total 
of five cents—on Jan. 1, 1953. 


This formula was fixed for split- 


ting annual receipts from the* nick- 
el levy: State highways, 35 million 
dollars; cities, 32 -million; down- 
state counties, 12 million; Cook 
county, 11 million, and townships, 
10 million. 


Licenses for private cars were 


left unchanged. 


Truck groups, who waged a 


strenuous fight against the pro- 
gram, continued their battle in the 
courts and have pretty well sty- 
mied collection of the higher truck 
fees. 


Some farmers have fussed about 


their added tax burden under the 
truck law. and the Influential 1111 
nois Agricultural Association came 
out last month against allowing 
the second stop-up In fees to go in 
to effect in 1954. 


But what assures legislative ac 


tlon is a promise in the Republican 
party state platform adopted last 
Juno to review the truck fee sched- 
ule and eliminate any "inequities 
and inconsistencies." 


GOP Backed Bill,. 


Exactly what this means never 


has been spelled out. Many major- 
ity Republicans in the Senate vlg. 
orously backed the full truck li- 
cense boost, proposed by Demo- 
cratic Governor Stevenson, and 
virtually all of them did after part 
of it was deferred. 


The GOP dominated House held 


out stubbornly against the steep 
rise, but went along after compro- 
mise proposals were lost. 


Truckers worked for defeat of 


Senate and House members con- 
sidered as enemies in the elections 
this year, engendering some hard 
feelings that probably will add 
heat to the controversy ahead.

Seek Bigger Share 


As for gas tax proceeds, the Illi- 


nois Association of County Officials 
has announced it will seek a bigger 
share for county roads. 


If the touchy question of alloca- 


tion is reopened, legislators from 
rural areas undoubtedly will press 
for a larger cut for township roads, 
something they Were denied in 1951 
only after bitter wrangles.
